company. The company is to 
have five millions of surplus, 
and the promoters declare its 
purposes will be to write life and 
to reinsure other companies. 

Its charier will authorize it to 
w rite both participating and 
nonparticipating insurance. Ac¬ 
cording *o President Gregory’s 
announcement, the home office 
and^ headquarters of the new 
cacripany will be located in Lou¬ 
isville, but its legal home will be 
at Beechn.ont or some other in¬ 
corporated town outside tbe oitv 
limits of Louisville. The pur¬ 
pose in incorporating the com¬ 
pany outside the city of Louis¬ 
ville is to save city taxes, which 
on such corporation as is planned 
would amount to tbouaanda of 
dollars a year. 

Mr. Gregory say a that the or¬ 
ganization of the compiny will 
be a big thing, not only for the 
city of Louisville, but the state 
of Kentucky, as it will give to 
the city and State one of the 
largest life insurance companies 
in the world. He says that it 
will become a good feeder for 
the banks of the State and the 
entire South, and will aid in 
marking Louisville a financial 
center just as the big Eastern 
life insurance companies haye 
made the banks of New York 
dominant powers in the financial 
world. Tbe peopie of Kentucky
